The dates by this mail are to the 28th June. The London mail 
of 15th May arrived out on 27th June. The following summary 
is from the North China Herald :— 

A rumour is current that a Chinese gunboat had left Shanghai 
with troops for the South. It appears to be due to the fact that 
two gunboats went down river, one of which returned after 
saluting the Japanese veasel, while the ne Penny went 
on to join the t. war vessels anchored at Woosung. At the 
city yamens it was reported that they were all under orders for 
the south, but we have been unable to get the report confirmed. 

Some excitement has been caused by the arrival of the Japanese 
man-of-war Visshin-kan, a barque-rigged corvette. This vessel 
is said to have come from Formosa via Amoy, and to have 
brought as passengers four officers of high military and 
ee command, who are on a mission to China in connection 
with the situation in Formosa. Thus much we have been 
able to gather indirectly; for the Japanese themselves, 
both on board the corvette and at the Consulate, decline to give 
the slightest information even as to whence the vessel has come. 
The head of the Mission holds rank as Admiral, and appears to 
be second to Saigo, the commander-in-chief of the expedition ; 
and his principal coadjutor on this visit is the Japanese Consul 
at Amoy. The Japanese Minister is still in Shanghai, and the 
Taoutai and Mixed Court Magistrate called at the Consulate to 
exchange civilities. A Chinese gunboat also went down river 
and anchored opposite the Nisshin-kan, when salutes of twenty- 
one guns were fired by each. It is difficult to know what the 
object of the present Mission can be, since no reply, it is said, 
has yet been received to the Tsung-li Yamen’s despatch to Yedo, 
requiring the withdrawal of the Japanese forces, and asserting 
the rights of China over the invested territory, and since a 
Chinese Commissioner has only just reached Formosa accredited 
with powers to treat for their retirement. 

We have received a copy of a special report addressed by the 
French Municipal Council to the electors, regarding the late 
riot. It gives a history of the Ni Pagoda land, and of the 
streets which were the subject of mite In the French Set- 

ment, as in this, Chinese cannot hold property. The Ningpo

land was once registered in the name of M. Victor Edan, and 
during his nominal ownership the streets were marked out.

moval of the existing relics. The legal right of the Council to 
the roads was never in question, so much as the discretion of 
insisting on an unpopular line of road that was really not essential, 
when a good alternative line was proposed. 

We are glad to see that the Wind Instrument Society purpose 
continuing, this season, in the Public Garden, the entertainments 
to which they have now for several years accustomed us to look 
forward. The first performance was given on Wednesday 
evening. There was some fear that fhe qualifying clause, 
“weather permitting,” in the programme would render all the 
rest inoperative ; but though a little rain fell about seven, and a 
thunderstorm seemed imminent, that not unwelcome visitation 
was sd ant sufficiently long to permit the enjoyment of the 
promised treat. The night was hot and oppressive, and urged 
many to seek the cool promenade by the river, so that the Gar- 
dens were well filled. The music was excellent, particularly the 
operatic selections ; and the concluding “Hongkew Tramway 
Galop, ” a gay and effective composition, brought down—the rain. 
The elevation of the Band Stand a few feet appeared to be an 
improvement acoustically as well as ssthetically, while we 
believe it adds to the comfort of the performers—no small con- 
sideration, seeing we are so much indebted to them. 

The absence of a few of the intended recipients, and the 
paying up by the remainder, reduced the sixty-one summonses 
issued against unregistered British subjects, to the odd “one,” 
on the day they were made returnable. And even this “one” 
proved a blunder. The defendant, Mr. How, did not appear, 
and the case was adjourned for the evidence of H.M. Consul. In 
the meantime, it was discovered that Mr. How had paid the tax 
on Saturday ; but that, owing to some inadvertence, the pay- 
ment was not made known at the Registration office, or the pro- 
ceedings of Monday would have been avoided. 

Mr. D. M. Henderson, the Chief Engineer to the Customs, 
left for Chefoo, and will at once go on to the Shantung Promon- 
tory in the Fethoo, to forward the work of the lighthouse. He 
intends, as soon as possible after landing, to start a temporary 
light of the sixth order, which will show a fixed bright light, 
visible about seven miles in clear weather. 

Our Peking correspondent notes the efforts of the Chinese to 
work back to the old system of open Foreign Ministers from 
Peking. The Austrian, Japanese and Peruvian treaties have all 
been negotiated away from Peking ; and the Japanese Minister 
is at present detained at Shanghai, negotiating with provincial 
officials. 

A new mission church has been opened at Tse-kee, near 
Ningpo. 

The steamers Kiangsi and Ping On have been chartered by 
the Trans-Pacific Steamship Company to run between Shanghai 
and the Japan ports. The Ping On left Nagasaki on Tuesday 
night for Hiogo and Yokohama, taking freight in connection 
with the ss. Altona for San Francisco, to be transhipped at 
Yokohama. The Avangsi arrived here from Shanghai on Tues- 
dap morning and was pane despatched to the same ports as 
the Ping On. She will connect with the Vasco de Gama, which 
arrived in Yokohama on the evening of the 5th inst. We hear 
the s.s. Shinking is intended to run the same route for the same 


company. 

We believe that George Oxlade, lately a telegraphic agent 
here, whose hasty departure from among us naturally excited 
much comment, and whose non-capture ty the police was ex- 
plained by the idea that he had gone direct to Manila, to which 
there is no seg ig adr hae od made his exit from us via Yoko- 
hama. Thence he went to San Francisco, where he was met by 
a gentleman who knew him well in Shanghai. He had gone 
there, and was continuing to under an assumed name. 

In his despatch about the Woosung Bar, Prince Kung quotes 
from the report of the Southern Superintendent of Trade, who 
had examined the Bar. This document runs as follows :—The 
foreign merchants now wish to dred-ze out a space of 1,700 yards 
long, by a hundred yards wide, so as to make a way for the 
heaviest steamers to get through. But seeing that the channel 
{in the Yangtaze], outside{the Hwangpoo, is constantly silting up, 
making an obstruction like a bar put across a door, and that 
inside there is another too, it all plain shows that, although 
we see such abroad expanse of river, still, as the big ships when 
they come to the spot are obliged to go in a tortuous channel 
like a thread, we may fairly call this bar a defence made by 
Heaven itself for our protection. 

Since foreign trade has begun at our ports no foreign nation 
has tried to prevent our taking measures for our defence, and to 
place guard stations on the frontier. Each of our arsenals now 
make war steamers and military arms in all respects like those 
of the West, for since the treaties were arranged we put no hin- 
drances in cach other's way. If we proceed as has been done at 
Tientsin, then the forts at Shanghai should therefore also be re- 


It appears, further, that, if we clear this ge, the places .

The Prince then says :—“ On receiving the above report, I (the 
Prince) have myself examined Article 10 of the Trade Regela 
wherein the distribution of lights, buoys, beacons, and the 1] 
at all the ports, and their maintenance is provided for out of 
the tonnage dues; but no mention is made of dredging the 
channels, If this proposal was calculated to strengthen amicable 
relations and benetit trade, so that it was no detriment te either 
foreign or native shipping, or if it was neither an advantage nor a 
detriment to native shipping—then we might perhaps arrange 
how to do it. But this report from the southern superintendent of 
trade shows that the Woosung Bar is, after all, no great incon- 
venience to foreigners, while if it is dredged out many serious 
disadvantages will arise to China, the worst of which is that 
connected with the position as securing the entrance to the river. 
All nations governing their own country have the right to take 
measures to protect and guard it, and each must be the judge as 
to how it will use this right. Among the details of this right 
none are more important than self protection, and, in carryi 
this out, preparations of an army, raising up marines, and build- 
ing forts, are very prominent. At the entrance of the Woosung 
river there used to be forts, and now the river has made itself 
a bank which may be ed not only as like a bar in a gate, 
but as a defence placed there by Heaven, and to be taken in the 
sense of a protection.” . 





HONG KONG. 
Our advices from this port are to the 4th July. The French 
mail of 22nd May and the P. and O. mail May 29 had arrived out. 
The following summary is from the China Mail :-— 


News has reached this place that the mandarins at Foochow 
contemplate sending an official here or to your colony for the 
purchase of 100 bronze guns. The object for which they are to 
to be bought can be easily imagined. It is also rumoured that 
the Imperial gunboat Fung Po will be shortly despatched to 
Hong Kong from Foochow to buy gunpowder and other muni- 
tions of war. This will give merchants at your port some brisk 
trade. So you see nothing will give a greater impetus to trade 
than war. The Chinese are heart and soul against the Japanese, 
and if thetwo Powers come to a collision, the st le will be 
severe. It is the opinion of many enlightened natives here that 
the Japanese may prove a very ugly enemy, especially in a naval 
engagement, a Chinese success in which is almost despaired of.

chow'some important despatches in connection with the Formosan’ 
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expedition ; amongst others, the precis of a communication sent 
by the Executive Officers of the Chinese Privy Council to Shén 
Paou Chén, formerly Lieut. Governor of Kiangsi, now superin- 
tendent of the Foochow Arsenal, Li Hung Chang, Governor 
General of Chili, Man Yu, the General commanding in Fokien, 
Lee Chung Hi, Governor General of Kiangsoo and Kiangsi, and 
to Li Hioh Nien, Governor General of Fokien and Chekiang. 
The substauce of the despatch is as follows :— 

A memorial was received on the 14th May from the Tsungli 
Yamen, stating that some Japanese war vessels were anchorin 
off Amoy, and requesting that high officers might be aipeantsd 
to make observation. The despatch continues :—“ Now when 
the Japanese Ambassador was here last year to satisfy the treaties, 
nothing was said about the place of the Formosan aborigines. 
But now they have suddenly sent out an expedition to Fokien 
on the plea of borrowing a place to exercise their soldiers ; in 
this, however, their intentions are bad. According to a despatch 
received from the English Minister it is clear that the Japanese 
intend to have something to do with the aborigines, and in this 
opinion we are confirmed by the report of the Superintendent of 
Trade of the North and South, who represents a similar state of 
things. As this affair will involve international questions, it 
is necessary that precautionary measures should be at once 
taken so as to prevent the breaking. out of hostilities. Li Hioh 
Nien, in failing as yet to have made a report on a matter of this 

t importance, has caused us a deal of surprise. 

“The locality inhabited by the aborigines forms part of the 
Chinese territory ; how, then, can the Japanese be allowed to 
have an eye to it? The real state of things there now must be 
reported on, and proper means be devised with a view to being 
prepared for any emergency. Lee Hioh Nien’s duties being 
comparatively important, he cannot be suddenly withdrawn from 
his provincial capital. It is therefore commanded thatShen Paou 
Chen should take command of some vessels of war, and some 
soldiers, ostensibly on a tour of inspection, and proceed to For- 
mosa, Visiting the whole district where the aboriginese are, to 
make observations. He must not appear hostile either in word 
or in deed, but must carefully act according to the exigencies of 
the case. As to the selection of soldiers, he is to confer with 
General Man and Admiral Lo. As to the aborigines, let any ex- 
isting disabilities against them be removed whenever possible, 
and let them be kindly treated and brought under control, so 
that they may be utilised to our benefit in the protection of our 
territory, and in the prevention of an invasion from a foreign 
country. Shen is hereby commanded also to confer with Gene- 
val Man on all matters, according to the exigencies of circum- 
stances, and to ask Imperial sanction before taking any steps. 

“The action of the Japanese war vessels after arrival at Fokien 
is to be carefully and truthfully ds Bits by Lee Hioh Nien, and 
Shén Paou Chén. Any general information must be made 
known from time to time to the Tsung-li Yamen by Lee Hioh 
Nien and Li Tsung Hi for its consideration. A copy of the 
original communication (by the Tsung-li Yamen) is herewithfor- 
warded for yourinformation. This is confidentially and separately 
sent by express courier at the rate of 600 lia day.

We understand the correspondence alluded to 
in his Excellency the Governor's opening speech will probably be 
laid before Council at its next meeting, until when, we presume, 
it will not be made public, and we must content ourselves with 
the meagre information to be gleaned from other sources as to its 
rt. 
er appeal made to the Supreme Court against the decision of 
the police magistrate in the case of a house owner who was fined 
$1,000 in consequence of one of his tenants having opened a 
bling establishment, has resulted in the reversal by the 
hief Justice of the decision of the lower Court, with a sweeping 
condemnation of the provisions of the Gaming Houses Ordinance 
against property owners, and the announcement that in the 
event of certain questions being raised before him, the Chief 
Justice will unhesitatingly treat this law as one passed wltra 
vires, being contrary to the law of England and the rights of the 
subject, and therefore a nullity. This decision will no doubt 
speedily bring about the repeal of the obnoxious provisions. 

Merchants in Java complain loudly, and with reason, of the 
irregular taxations levied on imported manufactures by the 
Custom House authorities under the new tariff. The Nether- 
lands Government have abolished the differential duties formerly 
levied, thus admitting the manufactures of all countries on pay- 
ment of a uniform duty of six per cent. In working this tariff, 
however, the Netherlands Indian Government, instead of accept- 
ing the market value of the goods at the time of importation 
as the standard by which to levy the import duty, allow the Cus- 
toms officials themselves to fix the valuation at astandard to suit 
theirideas, which are only revised every three months, taking no note 
of the fluctuations of the market in the meantime. The effect of 
this is that piece goods worth say $2.50 per piece are taxed upon 
an imaginary valuation of perhaps$3, thus raising their cost to the 
merchant three cents per piece beyond their legitimate figure, 
a rise sufficiently hampering to his sales at any time, but which 
in face of a falling market may entail upon him serious loss. It 
is to be hoped, in the interests of trade, that the Netherlands In- 
dian authorities will speedily adopt a more equitable syatem, 
failing which, doubtless strong representations will be made in 
more influential quarters. 

Latest advices from Atchin inform us that the Dutch garrison 
in the Kraton have been harassed by repeated attacks from the 
Atchinese, who gathered in great fianibers in their neighbourhood, 
but that the Dutch troops had repulsed them, inflicting heavy 
losses, The garrison was, however, wearied out with hard fight- 
ing and incessant watchfulness, and reinforcements are urgently 

uired if they are to maintain their position. 
ith reference to the missing portion of the crew of the Charles 
Auguste, wrecked in Torres Straits, we are glad to learn from 
the Java papers that they were picked up by a Swedish ship, 
and have arrived safely at Cheribon. 

The arrivals of steamers via the Suez Canal have been: the 
Ellen Gowan on the 29th June, Joseph Dodds on the 5th inst., 
Glamis Castle on the 6th inst., all from London, and Priam on 
the 10th from Liverpool. The departures homeward have been 
the Mongol on the 28th, Glaucus on the 30th ult., Galatea on the 
3rd inst., Sirius on the 4th, and Crocus on the 9th, from Foochow ; 
the Nankin on the 3rd and Japan on the 10th from Hankow,— 
all for London with teas ; the Achilles on the 29th ult. and 
Deucalion on the 3rd inst. from Shanghai and Hong Ko 
London, and the Yrurac Bat on the 4th from Manila for 
and Liverpool. 

We t to hear that H.M.S. Charybdis got on a rock off 
the north end of Pankore Island last week. Some of her guns 
had to be taken out before she could be got off, and on examina- 
tion it was found that her false keel was partially carried away.

IMPORTS. 

Smancnat.—There has been a fair business transacted during the past 
fortnight and prices in some instances show an improvement. There 
has been more demand for 8} lbs.

in moderate request at a slight decline ; 7 lbs. are in no demand, while

kerchiefs have met with some inquiry at rather better rates. There has 
been an active demand for Long Ells and Spanish Stripes, and the 
former, especially, have now risen considerably in value. The position 
of Camlets has also improved. Other descriptions have been compara- 
tively neglected. 
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Hone Kone anp Canton.—-Cotton Yarns are more or less depressed. 
Piece Gocds continue at unsatisfactory prices, some little attention hav- 
ing been paid to T-Cloths and Drills without producing any change for 
the better in values. ss 

Srvaapore.—The market remains very quiet, and business has been 
on a moderate scale only. Lately there has been less inquiry for 6 and 
7 lbs. T-Cloth, and prices close weaker. Grey Madapollams have declined, 
sales of 24 Ibs. having been made at $16 to $154. 8} Ib. Grey Shirt- 
ings are offered freely at $2.25 to $2.22}, but dealers are buying spar- 
ingly.

Hanxow.—Messrs. Drysdale, Ringer, and Co.'s Report, dated 23rd 
June, says:—We have had a comparatively quiet market since the 
issue of our last; settlements being 11,039 chests, 17,261 half-chesta, 
and 1,510 boxes; particulars of same being 718 half-chests at 2s. 13d. per 
Ib., 4,386 half chests and 734 boxes at 1s. 83d. to 1s. 11d., 6,620 chests, 
7,976 half-chests and 418 boxes at 1s. 53d. to 1s. 8d., 4,419 chesta, 4,181 
half-chests and 358 boxes at 1s. 1Zd. to ls. 5d. The first crop teais 
now pretty well all to hand, the few parcels remaining on offer being of 
undesirable quality, although held by Teamen for full prices. Late 
settlements have been made at almost the same high range of price 
comparatively as was established at the opening, and we consider them 
quite 1d. to 2d. above safe limits or over the prices at which similar 
Teas sold at home last year, when they were better in quality. The 
business of the week comprises sales of Ningchows at Tls. 20 to 293, two 
small parcels realising 33 Tls. Oonfars have ranged from Ts. 20 to 28 for 
the better Teas, a few very common mixed parcels selling from Tls. 17 
to 19.

Owing to continued depressing advices from 
London our market has been quiet since date of our last report, and 
prices have declined for most descriptions. In Congous there has been 
nothing done except by private contract, under which we hear that 
several parcels of good common to medium have been settled at reduced 
rateS.

THE WOOSUNG BAR AND HONG KONG 
BLOCKADED. 
(To the Editor of the London and China Telegraph.) 
S1r,—I addressed you a short time ago on the subject of our

some time that that was the ground put forward by the Chinese 
for their inaction. But to anyone acquainted with the local 
peculiarities of Shanghai this ground of objection seems puerile, 
and orly got up for the occasion. The report of the Chinese 
inspector (so-called) is evidently written by inspiration from the 
Peking Government. The forts alluded to have long ceased to 
exist, and were only mud embankments with openings for guns, 
but the combination of those forts and Bar did not prevent our 
men-of-war cruising up the river and ¢apturing the city of 
Shanghai in 1842; and even if the Bar did prevent men-of- 
war entering the river, men could be landed at Woosung and 
march to Shanghai, a distance of only twelve miles. Doubtless 
this idea of defence is a potent one to the Chinese mind, but I 
believe a much more potent one is the expense, as I am given to 
understand that it has been represented to the Chinese Govern- 
ment by their engineers that it would require two steam dredgers, 
costing £27,000 each, to do the work. I do not, therefore, 
wonder at their hesitating ; but it seems to me that the mecha- 
nical talent in England could produce a steam dredger that 
would accomplish the work at a cost much below £54,000. I 
would certainly suggest it to their consideration, The most 
effective would be one similar to those used in the Suez Canal, 
which would run the mud by a tramway on to the bank of the 
river instead of putting it into boats and forming a second bar 
worse than the first. 

The Woosung Bar is, however, thrown into the shade at pre- 
sent by the Formosa difficulty. The Chinese are ina regular 
ferment, and talk about fighting the Japanese and expellin 
them from Formosa ; but, more ainico, before fighting have i ftered 
to pay the Japanese to go away.

intend. At this stage of the affair it is impossible to pre- 
dict what will be the issue, but it looks very like an inten- 
tion on the part of the Japanese to establish themselves on ‘the 
island. The threat of sending their gun-boats from Shanghai 
and Foochow is not likely to frighten the Japanese much, con- 
sidering that the Chinese gun-boats are manned by fishermen, 
coolies, &c., and are usually either commanded by a pilot or 
comprador. Their fighting usually consists of running below or 
landing in their boats and bolting. They do not see the fun of 
being killed when they have wives and families to support, and 
have no doubt heard from Confucuis or some other sage “that 
he who fights and runs away may live to fight another day.” 

On passing through Hong Kong lately I was particularly 
struck with the low state of English prestige, and the d a- 
tion to which the nation has been brought by the Gladstone 
Government. What did I see? Simply this. The harbour of 
Hong Kong blockaded by Chinese gunboats, commanded by: 
foreigners, and no Chinese boat allowed to leave or enter the 
harbour without being boarded and examined, and if the pass 
issued by Chinese Custom House officials stationed in Hong Kong 
cannot be produced, the Chinese boat is seized and sent to Can- 
ton to be condemned. Where, oh where, is the shade of Crom-. 
well or Elizabeth ? Would they have allowed a French gun-boat 
to anchor off Margate, and levy toll on all French vessels en- 
tering or leaving the port of London, which is exactly a parallel 
case? There is no Chinese port where those vessels are stationed, 
but they are leaving the port of Hong Kong, supposed to be 
British. It was British, but is so no longer. As these vessels 
are allowed to perform the duties of revenue cruisers on all 
Chinese vessels entering or leaving the port of Hong Kong, and 
levy exportand import duties, it must be admitted that Hong Kong 
is a Chinese and not a British port. I deny altogether that 
it is a British port while this system exists. A short time ago 
one of these cruisers chased a junk into the harbour of Hong 
Kong, and fired upon her under the guns of the fort and men- 
of-war. The cruiser was seized by the police, or some of her 
men, and they were brought before the Supreme Court, but re- 
leased by order of the Governor of Hong Kong, and handed 
over to the Chinese at Canton. This outrage throws into the 
shade the celebrated Arrow case ; but Sir H. Parkes was of a 
different kidney, and could not see the advantage of allowing 
his country to be outraged by Chinese. Those gun-boats are _ 
all in Hong Kong waters, or British waters, not being half- 
a-mile from the shore of Hong Kong ; are not within eighty or 
one hundred miles of any Chinese port, therefore have no right 
to be there at all. Any nation jealous of its independence would 
station a gun-boat alongside each of those cruisers, and order 
them to leave within twenty-four hours, or sink them if they 
attempted to board any vessels leaving the harbour of Hong 
Kong Kong! How the English Government or authorities can 
be blinded to the evil effects of this system is a mystery to—.

The ements recently made for the recall of the royal 
marines who have been serving in Japan since November, 1870, 
are likely to be modified, as we hear it is not deemed advisable 
entirely to withdraw the force. Should’ it be decided to keep a 
battalion at Yokohama for a much longer period, steps will at 
‘once be taken to relieve that which is now on service. 


We hear that the Chinese Government has expressed a desire 
for some English naval officer to undertake the organisation of 
the Chinese Navy, and that Captain Richard E. Tracey, R.N., is 
likely to be selected for the duty. 


A new corvette has been successfully launched from the yard of the 
Thames: Ironworks and Ship-building Company, Black She is 
named the Rover, and the ceremony of christening was perfurmed by 
Miss Milne, daughter of Admiral Sir Alexander Milne, first sea lord of 
the Admiralty. The Rover is one of the same class as the Volage and 
Active, but with minor improvements which their trials have suggested. 
These sister vessels are 270 ft. long, 42 ft. wide, of 2,321 tonnage, and 
of 4,200 nominal horse-power; while the Rover is 280 ft. long, 
43 ft. 6 in. wide, and 2,555 51-94 tonnage. She is built with a straight 
stem, with embrasures cut in her poop and forecastle to admit of fore 
and aft fire from her spar deck. Her hull is of iron of the strongest 
possible construction, with an outer planking of teak, and a novelty is 
to be tried by affixing zinc sheathing with nails of the same metal, in- 
stead of the copper, which is so liable to decomposition from the gal- 
vanic action set up when in contact with sea water in the proximity to 
iron. She is to be armed with sixteen 64-pounder shell guns on the 
main deck and two 90 cwt. rifled pivot guns on the spar deck, giving 
an all-round fire. It is expected that the sixteen knots speed of the 
Active and Volage will be slightly exceeded in the Rover. - 

A court-martial has been held at Halifax to inquire into the loss of 
the Niobe, which was wrecked on Miquelon Island. Commodore Boagle 
and Navigating Lieutenant Deane were the officers tried, and the court 
decided that no blume could be attached to them. The prisoners were

An experiment with submarine mines against the Oberon target ship, 
with double plated hull, to represent sections of the Hercules, has been 
made. The charge was 500lbs. of gun-cotton, submerged 48 feet, and 
fired at 100 feet from the ship’s side. No harm was done to the hull, 
but, the condenser of the engines was split, a damage which would in- 
terfere with the ship's capacity, if steaming at full power. 

The Audacious, the new flag ship for China, having completed her 
repnirs, was put out of dock at Chatham on the 8th inst. She is ex- 
pected to be completed in her outfit in the course of a few weeks. 

The Vigilant, 2, despatch vessel, which‘ is to be sent to the China 
station, went out of Portsmouth harbour on the 11th inst. for the trial 
of her machinery. 

Tue gunboat Teaser, Commander Henry A. Digby, has arrived at 
Spithead, from China.

PORTUGAL, 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
Lisson, Jury 81. 

The elections took place on the 12th inst. without any disturbances. 
The Government holds a great majority, only fifteen members belong- 

ing to the Opposition, distinguished as historicos and reformistas, 
bemg elected. The total number of the members of the Lower 
House is one hundred and eight. Those called regeneradorca, 
who are the firm supporters of the Government, number forty-five, 
and the rest of the majority have their chiefs, who are the Marquis 
of Avila, Balama, Jose Dias Ferreira, and Manoel Vaz. Under these 
circumstances, as soon as the Marquis of Avila declines to acoept any mea- 
sure of the Government and he influences the votes of his party for the 
Opposition, the Cabinet will be virtually unable to carry their measures. 
The Marquis of Avila is the President of the Upper House, and his 
reputation stands high. The Government accepted nearly almost all the 
names of the candidates presented by him, and it is not probable, ex- 
cept for some important reason, that the Marquis will oppose the Go- 
vernment. The journals of the Opposition begin to say that there are 
already some few deputies of the majority who protest against the 
cabinet, and they hope, at the same time, that the fifteen members of 
the Opposition will increase on the opening of the Cortes. This may 
be, but it is evident that the Lower House is composed of two parties, 
the one being Liberals who are more or leas tied to the Monarchical prin- 
ciples, and the other declared republicans. The Miguelite 
abandoned the struggle, for they were all convinced that defeat would 
add to their dishonour. 

The last news from the north about the vineyards is bad. The 
husbandmen complain of the aidium and of the phylozera. This is a 
pity, for hundreds of labourers get their living by the product of the 
vine grounds, and besides that, wine is an article of great consumption 
in the provinces amongst the peasants. 

The steamer India, a Portuguese transport, went to Cardiff to be 
cleaned, where she arrived on the 23rd. She will return here on the 
10th next, loaded with coal, and then will sail to Macao ten days later. 

The troops on board consist of two hundred men with five officers ; 
ond hundred and fifty of them being infantry and the rest artillery.

THE WRECK OF THE “GORDON CASTLE.” 

Captain Greenwood has forwarded to the Board of Trade the follow- 
ing particulars of the wreck of the splendid screw-steamer Gordon 
Castle, of Glasgow, 1,284 tons, from Woosung on the 11th June. He 
Bays : -—“* We grounded for a short time in the mud coming down from 
Hankow to Woosung, but came off without damage or straining. After 
leaving Woosung all went well until we had passed through the Straits 
of Gibraltar, on the 25th July, On Sunday, the 26th July, at 8 p.m, 
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weather hazyon the horizon, wind N., blowing a strong breeze, 
the said steamer proceeding at full speed under steam only, I 
commenced my watch on deck. There was a quarter-master at 
the wheel, und an A.B. on look-out. At 10.50 pu. Cape Roca 
Light bore E. (true), distant six miles, The master was then on 
the bridge, and directed a true N. course to be steered, which was 
N. 30 E. by standard, and N. 14 E. by steering compass. About half- 
past ten Cape Roca Light became obscured; and the course ordered by 
the master was steered up to midnight, when I was relieved by the 
second mate. A few minutes after this course was set, the master went 
below, and left instructions to be called at 1 a.m. on the 27th, or before 
that, if the Burling Light was first seen, or should the weather become 
thick. The weather seaward was perfectly clear, but there was a fog 
over the land. I went below at midnight, and heard nothing till the 
ship struck at 2.15 a.m, of the 27th of July. I at once went on deck and 
saw a huge rock towering over the bow. I ran forward to see the con- 
dition of the ship, and found the bow smashed in, and called out not to go 
astern with the engines. The tide was then ebbing, and the ship lay still, 
but falling considerably over to the starboard. Three boats were lowered, 
and passengers and crew got into them, remaining alongside until 
daylight, when we all went back to the ship. We broke out about 100 
packages of tea (which we landed on the rocks) from the forehold, to en- 
able us to secure the lower hatches. The forehold and forepeak were 
full of water. As the tide flowed she became more upright, and at 
about 2.30 p.st. she floated. There was then some water in the main- 
hold, but I cannot say how much. The captain then called all the men 
on board, and stated that he intended to take the shipto Lisbon. The 
passengers were landed at the Burlings, and remained there, and the 
crew all returned to the sbip. Steam was immediately got up, and we 
proceeded towards Lisbon, steaming full speed, and boats towing along- 
side. Water coming above forecastle deck, hands were employed in 
baling it out. Water at this time was fast gaining on the main hold, I 
should say at the rate of one-and-a-half foot per hour, At seven the 
steamer Stag bore down and stood by us. When nearing Cascues Bay, 
as the ship was fast settling by the hand, the forepart of the forecastle 
deck being level with the water, the master determined to beach her 
there, and from 8.30 to 8.45 p.m. he ran her aground at Lisbon. Pilot 
was on board at the time. At 9. p.m. the master went to Lisbon for 
lighters and assistance. At 1. a.M.on the 28th the engineer reported to 
me that the ship was fast filling, and that the water was over the stoke- 
hole plates. At1.15 a.m.all hands got into the boats and remained 
alongside. At 2. a.m. the ship was covered fore and aft. The master 
returned at 5. P.M. (28th). I remained in charge of the wreck until 
Friday, 80th July, when the master ordered me to Lisbon, from whence 
I came to Liverpool in the Puno (str.), arriving 8th of August.” 


THE FORMOSA EXPEDITION. 

A correspondent of The Times at Yokohama, who signs himself 
“W. G. H.,” writes to that journal, giving an account of the Formosa 
Expedition. He concludes by giving the following opinion upon the 
course pursued by the Japanese :—The Cabinet at Yedo is divided. 
Okuma, Minister of Finance, Okubo, Minister of the Interior, and 
Shimadzu Saburo, uncle of the ex-Prince of Satsuma, the instigator of 
the Richardson murder, and now Nadaijin, or second subject in the 
Empire, are for prosecuting the expedition, while most of the other 
Ministers are against it, It is said that a reinforcement of 5,000 
troops is to be at once sent to Formosa, but the report requires con- 
firmation. The legality of the course taken by the Cabinet at Yedo 
can hardly be sustained, while it will be difficult, if not impossible, for 
the Japanese to withdraw without humiliation from the position they 
have taken up. Should they refuse to do so, war between the two 
countries can hardly be avoided. 





ExtRaDITION TREATY WITH THE NETHERLANDS.—The London 
Gazette contains the text of a treaty for the mutual extradition of 
fugitive criminals entered into between this country and the Nether- 
lands. The crimes for which extradition is to be granted ure—1. Murder 
(including assassination, parricide, infanticide, and poisoning), or attempt 
to murder. 2. Manslaughter. 3. Counterfeiting or altering money, 
or uttering counterfeit or altered money. 4. soreey, counterfeiting 
or altering of public or private documents, including forgery, counter- 
feiting or altering of paper money, bank notes, or other public securities, 
5. Embezzlement or larceny, comprehending any larceny that by the 
Netherland penal law is not considered as “vol simple.” 6. Obtaining 
money or goods by false pretences, including the crimes designated in 
the Netherland penal law as peculation, abstraction or misapplication by 
bailees or public accountants. 7. Crimes against bankruptcy law whic! 
by the Netherland penal law are considered as fraudulent bankruptcy. 
8. Perjury. 9. Rape. 10. Arson. Extradition is also to take place 
for participation in any of the aforesaid orimes, provided such participa- 
tion be punishable by the laws of both the contracting parties. The 
ratifications were exchanged at the Hague on the 21st July, and were 
signed on behalf of Her Majesty by Vice Admiral the Hon. Sir E. A. J. 
Harris, and by the Netherlands Ministers of Foreign Affairs and Justice 
on behalf of that country. The treaty will come into force on the 
17th inst. 

In reference to the fact of the honour of Knighthood being conferred 
upon Mr. Mutu Coomara Swamy, of Ceylon, The Times remarks that he 
is a gentleman of distinguished position in his country, his relatives 
having long been connected by faithful service with the British rule in 
the East ; he is also remarkable as having been the first person who, 
being neither a Christian nor a Jew, was admitted a barrister of one of 
our Inns of Court ; his “call” bears date January, 1863, at Lincoln's 
Inn. He has laboured hard in the local Council uf Ceylon, and more 
especially has contributed much towards the success of the experiment 
now at work in some of our colonies for gradually extending the rights 
of self-government to tho native races. He has also done much towards 
making the literature of India known to the western world, having 
published several works relating to Indian and Buddhistic philosophy ; 
and he has given to the public an English translation of an interesting 
Hindu drama, named Arichandra, which he dedicated to the Queen.

THE REPORTED MASSACRE IN COCHIN CHINA. 


WE commented some time ago upon a reported massacre 
of Christian converts and their pastors, which, according to 
the French Catholic organs, had broken out with great 
virulence in Cochin China. The accounts then given were 
accompanied with such a minuteness of detail, and so 
careful a statement of names, circumstances and places 
that we could not wholly refuse credit to the story, although 
we expressed the gravest misgivings on many important 
points, and, indeed, published the narrative, as the French 
would say, sous toute reserve. Strange to relate, since the 
date of our article, more than two months back, not a single 
English newspaper, so far as we are aware, has contained 
an allusion corroborative of the melancholy news, not a 
letter has been published, not a tele; forwarded from 
Hong Kong, Saigon, or Singapore, which tends ta throw 
light upon the announcement made in the columns of our 
Roman Catholic contemporary ; while in the official me- 
morandum submitted on the 18th July last to the French 
Assembly to explain the circumstances which led to the new 
treaty with Tongquin, and the reasons in favour of its con- 
firmation, we find the following statement :—“ The state of 
“anarchy which has long prevailed in Tongquin has been 
“ a cause of constant uneasiness to the Christian community, 
“and to the Missionaries settled in that country. We 
“ have recently had the most sorrowful testimony of the 
‘“‘ hatred with which both converts and pastors are pursued 
“ by the population, and of the bad feeling of the local 
“ authorities. Henceforth Spanish and French citizens 
“ will enjoy the right to practise their religion in Annam, 
“ secured by the most serious guarantees, and Annamese 
“ converts will not be disqualified from attending any 
“ public assembly or entering the public service.” “We 
. have recently received the most sorrowful testimony ” 
(témoignages ), say the official promoters of the new treaty. 
Not a word is here dropped from the French Government 
which confirms the truth of the story. The authorities in 
Saigon are silent, the telegraph wires have refused to en- 
dorse the original sensational news ; and the most that can 
be said in a document carefully drawn up at the Foreign- 
office in Paris in support of French interference in the 
affairs of Annam is “that we have recently received most 
sorrowful testimony.” But when we turn to consult 
the Roman Catholic newspaper which originally put the 
narrative into circulation, we find that its editor no longer 
supplies his readers with detailed accounts of particular 
outrages. Those which were previously described in his 
columns with a careful statement of times, names, and 
places, seem to remain unconfirmed by supplementary cor- 
respondence. Nor is a word said about the steps which 
the French would take, and the negotiations they would 
open, to indemnify the sufferers for such wanton perse- 
cution. What we now have is different. It turns out only 
that the nobles, officials, and Government bachelors are 
breathing out hostility, and are urging their sovereign to 
authorise a persecution of native converts and a war with 
France. The last news is described as “alarming,” and a 
“ massacre ” seemed “ inevitable.” We had understood from 
the former announcement that the “massacre had already 
taken place,” 10,000 native Christians had, 8) we were 
assured, “been burnt, drowned, or beheaded,” in the space 
of a few days, and so forth ; but now, two months later, we 
read in our contemporary’s columns a translation of a 
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petition which the Government students have addressed to 
the EMPEROR asking his sanction to attack the native 
Christians, and to drive the French out of his dominions. 
It would seem then from this that the ruling classes in 
Cochin China are really embittered, partly against the 
French missionaries and their flocks, and partly against the 
terms which France has ‘recently imposed upon the Court 
at Tongquin, and if their Government would but authorise 
them, they would gladly break out into hostilities. This is 
a state of things which every one must deplore, and which 
must make the missionaries uneasy ; but it is very different 
from the account formerly given, which told how Christian 
families were being hunted down in the jungles, and whole 
villages being made over to pillage and conflagration. Had 
any such occurrences actually taken place the French 
Government would surely have described them in terms 
somewhat stronger and more precise than those which we 
quoted above. Th the local hostility and excitement during 
the present negotiations with France we can readily be- 
lieve, and it is even quite possible that one or two native 
converts may have been illused. But it is much to be re- 
gretted when any of the organs of a great religious 
body gives prominence to highly coloured exaggerations 
which kindle animosity between man and man, besides em- 
bittering the strong nation against the weaker, instead of 
encouraging that peace, goodwill, and reconciliation essen- 
tial to the development of trade, even if we put it on no 
higher grounds. 


ARCHDEACON GRAY’S COLLECTION. 

SoME weeks since we drew attention to the fact that the 
collection of Chinese articles exhibited at Vienna by the 
Venerable Archdeacon GRAY had been transferred to the 
Crystal Palace at Sydenham, and was to be displayed there 
for the advantage of the public. We are now glad to learn 
that the collection has been opened out, and that it is most 
effectively displayed in one of the courts adjoining the 
well-known Pompeian house and garden. The articles 
composing the collection are arranged in a series of groups, 
each in its distinct cabinet. The arrangement is artistic 
and satisfactory, and reflects great credit upon Dr. Davip 
S. Prick, one of the directors of the company, who ar- 
rn Si the collection. The display is very effective, and 
without wishing to detract in the slightest degree from the 
merit of the Chinese Commission at Vienna last year, we 
have no hesitation in saying that the collection shows to 
better advantage at the Palace than at Vienna. The col- 
lection is now open to the public, and we doubt not that 
lovers of oriental art, old residents in China, and friends of 
the Archdeacon, will find in this Chinese Court at the 
Crystal Palace a new centre of attraction. On the 7th 
inst. the directors issued invitations for a private view of 
the collection, and afterwards entertained a party of 
visitors at luncheon. After luncheon the health of Arch- 
deacon GRAY was proposed in graceful terms by Dr. D. S. 
Prick, and the hope expressed by the speaker that he 
might soon return to England and inspect his own trea- 
sures as they now appear at the Palace was cordially echoed 
by the company. Mr. Tomas THOMAS returned thanks on 
behalf of Mr. GRAY, and was charged to convey the thanks of 
the directors to Mr. Gray for his interesting contribution. 
The health of Mr. Bowra, of the Chinese Vienna Com- 
mission, through whose instrumentality the loan of the 
collection had been obtained, was also proposed by Dr. 
Price, and after a cordial acknowledgment of the courtesy 
and hospitality of the Crystal Palace directors the party 
separated.

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HOLT’S LINE OF STEAMERS. 
(To the Editor of the London and China Telegraph.) 
S1r,—-The following account of the disablement of the 0.8.8. 
Antenor on her last voyage from China will doubtless interest 
some of your readers, This vessel, while on her homeward 
route, had the misfortune to break her crank shaft. It occurred 
on the morning of the 18th March last, at about 160 miles from 
Galle ; the heavy thudding of the screw and the sudden stop- 
page of the vessel awoke us all at 5 a.m. The steamers of this 
line have seldom experienced accidents of so serious a nature ; 
in this crippled state the otherwise bonny Antenor was little 
better than a log on the water, and navigation under such cir- 
cumstances was very difficult and tedious. We drifted rather 
than sailed in an easterly direction for three days, and sighted 
Ceylon on the 21st. At 8 a.M.a boat was manned and sent on 
to Colombo, which was about sixty miles distant. Our craft 
still drifted on, and reached her anchorage outside the harbour 
on the same night. The boat returned the following day, havin, 
telegraphed the breakdown to the owners, but it was not unti 
the 23rd that the vessel was safely anchored in the roadstead of 
Colombo. The greatest credit is due to Captain Crompton for 
the untiring energy and ability which he displayed during these 
five weary days, and we feel sure that in expressing thanks for all 
his kindness, as well as that of his officers, we are only echoi 
the feelings of our fellow-passengers. It is much to be reoretial 
however, that the agents of this company failed to carry out the 
wishes of Mr. Holt in caring for the comfort and despatch of 
the delayed passengers ; some, with much difficulty, obtained 
passages by the French mail steamer of the 26th March, the 
others were compelled to await the arrwal of the Patroclus, be- 
longing to the same company, a telegram having reached the 
captain to the effect that she would call for them. She, however, 
left them in the lurch, and when she had passed Galle a tele- 
was received from Penang stating that she had gone on 
we would ask you to bear in mind that after leaving Penang 
she could have no communication with her agents, unless by 
tel ph from Galle). Several of our number were great in- 
valids, requiring aquick return to Europe ; tosuch, therefore, the 
detention was a serious matter, as they were forced to remain in 
all five weeks at Colombo, and that during the hottest season. 
The Hector, another of the same company’s vessels, although she 
was already overcrowded, then came to our relief, and though it 
was particularly specified that she had only room for the Antenor 
passengers, eight additional passengers (rix adults and two 
children) were shipped at Galle. We had thus fifty passengers 
in all. The means of accommodating these thirty-three adults 
and seventeen children was sixteen cabins of about 6ft. square, 
t.e., about say twelve square feet for each person, or 6ft. by 2ft. 
You may therefore judge how terribly crammed we all were; 
and by the arrangements made husbands had to enter upon the 
privacy of a lady’s cabin, in order to attend upon their wives, 
and vice versa. No blame can be attached to the doctor on board; 
he did all in his power to relieve and stay sickness, but his 
materials and aid were deficient ; indeed, his own presence on 
board was due to an emergency in which the vessel was placed. 
The food, too, was both deficient in quality and quantity. We 
ran short of provisions before reaching Suez, and owing to the 
short supply taken on board at Port Said, we were obliged to 
tition Captain Bewlay to put into Malta for further supplies ; 
put we fell short again three days after leaving that port. We 
need only make one other observation, and that is regarding the 
state of the cabins. They were washed out only once a week. 
For our parts this line of steamers will not trouble us again, but 
for the comfort of future passengers let the company take ste 
to prevent a recurrence of such gross mismanagement. Wa

- It is understood that the arrangements for the issue of the 
new Turkish loan, in connection with the scheme of reorganising 
the finances which has just been adopted, are now far advanced, 
and that a Lee issue will shortly take place. Lately, it will be 
remembered, the plan which found favour with the’ Turkish 
Government was the issue of a 3 per cent. loan for upwards of 
£70,000,000, at the price of about 26, to cover all the engage- 
ments of the Turkish floating debt, and provide a reserve for 
the contingencies of the next two or three years, objects which 
would have been fully met by the effective proceeds of the loan, 
estimated at about £19,000,000. This plan, owever, was unani- 
mously condemned by public opinion here as adding a new de- 
nomination to the too numerous varieties of the Turkish debt, 
and, in substitution for it, the much wiser plan of a further issue 
of 5 per cents. to effect the same object has been resolved upon. 

An issue is announced of £200,000 Six per Cent. Debentures 
of the Central Argentine Railway Company (Limited), in 
amounts of £1,000, £500, and £100 each debenture, which will 
be redeemable in 1885, and bear interest from 1st January next. 

The prospectus has been issued of the General Expenditure 
Assurance Company (Limited), which has been established 
with a capital of £100,000, in 16,000 ordinary and 4,000 “B” 
shares of £5 each, chiefly for assuring the return of all moneys 
disbursed in general expenditure. 

Applications are invited for 9,500 shares of £5 each of the 
City and County Bank (Limited), for the purpose of completing 
the first issue of 20,000 shares, 10,500 having, it is stated, been 
already subscribed. The bank was established in April, 1872, 
and it has declared regular dividends, the last. being at the rate 
of 7 per cent. 

At the general meeting of shareholders of the Crédit Foncier 
of England (Limited), the report was, after some discussion, 

_ adopted, and a dividend at the rate of 5 per cent. per annum was 
declared. The chairman explained the circumstances which led 
to a compromise of the claim against the Belgian Public Works 
Company, and stated that the sum accepted, f. 5,625,000 in cash, 
could by judicious employment be raised to f. 7,000,000 in less 
than two years. 

The directors of the Moyar Coffee Company (Limited) have 
declared a dividend of 8} per cent., free of income tax, on the 
capital of the company. 

The suspension is announced of Mr. Henry Grendon Tippet, 
of Manchester, trading as Tippet and Co., and also of Bombay, 
trading as Grendon Tippet and Co., merchant and commission 
agent. His total liabilities amount to about £200,000, but the 
greater portion of this is upon bills receivable and to secured 
creditors, and it is expected that not more than about £8,000 
will rank against the estate. The cause of the failure is said to 
be the fall in the value of cotton. The assets have not yet been 
agcertained.

THE BOARD OF TRADE RETURNS. 

The Board of Trade Returns for July are very unfavourable, 
indicating iat the partial improvement shown in June must have 
been due to accidental causes, and not to a permanent revival in 
business. The declared value of the imports last month was 
£32,730,628, against £35,053,634 in July, 1873 ; and of the ex- 
ports, £21,142,062, against £22,957,404. The imports for the 
seven months were, 1872, £205,336,915 ; 1873, £216,076,458 ; 
and 1874, £219,913,441. The principal decline has been in cot- 
ton, coffee, corn, sugar, hides, and wool. The exports for Jul 
amounted to £21,142,062, against £22,957,404 in the correspond- 
ing morith of 1873, and £23,005,330 in 1872, showing a dimi- 
. nution of nearly 8 per cent., consequent upon lower prices rather 
- than upon lessened production. eg ety with the correspond- 

ing month in 1872, the decline is a little over that proportion. 
In textile fabrics cotton manufactures exhibit a diminution in 
value of 63 per cent., linen manufactures of 3} per cent., and 
woollen and worsted manufactures of 9 per cent, while silk 
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‘| sheep’s wool, 37 





manufactures have increased 18? per cent., and jute manufac- 
tures 29 per cent. Among the articles which show an augmen- 
tation in their value totals are—refined sugar, 270 per cent. ; 
r cent. ; and woollen and worsted yarn, 124 
percent. The chief decline has been in—Alkali, 214 per cent. ; 
cotton yarn, 10} per cent. ; earthenware, 27 per cent. ; haber- 
dashery, 114 per cent. ; hardware, 11 per cent. ; and silk yarn, 
49% per cent. For the seven months the figures stand at—in 
1872, £142,609,134 ; 1873, £148,743,961 ; and 1874, £138,973,276 
——thus showing a reduction of 64 per cent. from the correspond- 
ing period of 1873, and of 24 per cent. from that of 1872.

Messrs. Arles, Dufour, and Co,’s Circular, dated Lyons, 7th Au 
1874, says :—We confirm our advices of the 4th July. The activity 
reported at that date has gradually made room since to a quieter tone, 
This time of the year is usually taken up by holidays, and consideri 
the large purchases in June, a little stagnation now is easily accoun 
for. For European silk in icular the unusually @ proportion of 
bad cocoons, which must be reeled first, has prevented so far arrivals 
of new silk from taking place ; for Chinas the stock left in old silk is 
much reduced, and of undesirable quality ; these two circumstances 
have also greatly contributed to restrict transactions. Prices of classi- 
cal silk in all descriptions have remained firm so far, but on common 
grades, which are more plentiful, small concessions have been obtained. 
It is to be hoped that orders in silk goods, coupled with arrivals of new 
silk, will soon bring more life to our market.
